Yeprinted ¥ Met with fair success in England, 
ith in America, yet they did not satisfy 
I eadine in pret following years she doyoted 
Was not}, & Instead of writing, 
PmoWever, as a poet or descriptive writer, 
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but as a dramatist, that she wished to excel, and one of 
her earlior poems—“‘ Blanche »—haying been praised by 
Coleridge, she was encouraged to try her pen at dramatic 
composition. Producing a comedy founded on @ French 
feuilleton, sho sent it toa London manager, who declined 
it with thanks. Then she converted it into an opera, and 
offered it to another house, but again it was declined, 
which depressed her so much that she did not make 
any further attempt, till, having formed an acquaintance 
with the great Talfourd, then a young and unknown man, 
ho warmly urged her to make another effort. The result 
was a five-act tragedy, « Yoscari,’” which, after lying 
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four years in the hands of 
the manager of Covent Gar- 
den, was accepted, and proved 
a great success, Miss Mitford 
next produced  ‘ Rienzi,” 
which saw the light at Drury 
Lane, and this was followed 
shortly afterwards, in 1823, 
by ‘« Julian,” and ‘‘ Charles 
I »” 


Hitherto Miss Mitford had 
written mostly from choice ; 
at length, however, a change 
camo over her life. Her 
father had run through his 
wife’s fortune as well as his 
own, and their circumstances 
became soreduced, that Mary, 
now thirty-four years of age, 
found it needful to seek an 
opening in some department 
of literature in which she 
should not haye to wait for 
years ore the fate of her work 
should be known, and one 
that would enable her to 
provide for her parents. 
Accordingly she commenced 
the first of those delightful 
sketches of rural scenery that 
were afterwards to be known 
to all the world as ‘‘ Our 
Village,” The MS, was sent 
to numerous magazines and 
rejected, until, almost des- 
pairing, she sent it to the 
Lady's Magazine. In this it 
was brought out, and was 
so well received by the pub- 
lic, that Miss Mitford re- 
published the sketches in a 
separate volume, entitled 
“Our Village: Sketches of 
Rural Scenery and Charac- 
ter.’ So successful was it, 
that she was induced to pub- 
lish four more volumes, the 
fifth appearing in 1832. Then 
she began ‘ Belford Regis,” 
and this was followed by 
Country Stories,’ and 
‘‘Dramatic Scenes”; she 
also edited threo volumes of 
ys ‘Stories of American Life 
: by American Writers,” and 


i four volumes of ‘ J'inden’s 


Tableaux.” So popular were 
her writings now, and 80 
highly was she esteemed, 
that he namo was added to 
the Government pension list, 
and, after the death of her 
arents, and her removal 
icin her doar ‘‘ Swallowtield 
Cottage,” near Reading, in 
1852, she commenced writing 
her ‘Recollections of a. 
Literary Life,” to be fol- 
lowed, in 1854, by ‘‘ Atherton, and ther Talos,” her last 
literary work, 
Miss Mitford died shortly afterwards, on the 10th of 
January, 1855, in her cottage near Reading, which her 
writings haye rendered classic ground, having reached 
her sixty-ninth yoar. Although she had long suffered 
from declining health, the end came very unexpectedly. 
Only a few hours previously sho had written cheerfully 
to some friends, and her last letters reveal the beautiful 
serenity of her mind. 
Miss Mitford, we may add, found much enjoyment in 
the society of her friend, Llizabeth Barrett Browning. 
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ATURE, not the schools, had made John Everdale a 
man. While other boys had studied or played 
truant he had worked—and yet I yenture the assertion 
that, of ten college-bred young men of his native county, 
nearest his own age, not one could have been found better 
educated, in a certain true and practical sense, than he. 
In the absence of text-books he had thought for himself, 
The calculus might be beyond his comprehension, but he 


had Jearned long ago the ratio of honesty to success, and | 


knew how to deduce from it the formula of upright living. 
He could not read a line of Homer or Virgil, but he did 
know something of the works of those great English 
thinkers who have lain nearest the world’s heart, thus 
catching and perpotuating its throbbings, and incor- 
porating upon their own page the best of all past 
and present inspirations, A boy who kept ‘a leat of 
Shakespeare folded in his vestpocket, to be taken out and 
learned by heart as he followed the plough, would not be 
likely to grow up with tastes wholly uncultivated. 
~ Yet John Everdale loved his work. If all pathways 
had opened to him alike, I doubt if he would have chosen 
to be anything else than the farmer he was, His 
aspirations, though not groyelling in the soil, still arose 
from it, grouping themselves about a home, and friends, 
untarnished name, and sturdy service wherever needed 
most,

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CHARLES KEAN’S GRAVE.

It is a place where poets crowned may 
Feel the heart's decaying ; 
It is a place where happy saints may weep 
Amidst their praying. 

HE churchyard of St. Catherine’s—the last resting- 
"place of one to whom those lines of Ben Jonson’s— 
Soul of the age!. 

Th’ applause! delight! the wonder of our stage ! 


might most appropriately be applied—stands on a very 
high hill, close to the little village of Catherington, and 
overlooks a large extent of wild half-cultivated country. 
The scene on the afternoon we drove there from Hamble- 
don (Friday, the 7th of February), was strikingly im- 
pressive. The morning had been wet, but the rain had 
ceased and the sky seemed clearing; still there were 
lowering clouds coming up from the north, casting their 
dark shadows over the downs which lay extended between 
us and Portsmouth, while the cold, bleak wind blew 
drearily across the hills and whistled mournfully through 
the old yow trees. : 

Kean's tomb stands at the back of the church, facing 
the east. He is buried, im accordanco with his own wish, 
in the same vault with his mother; and tho tomb placed 
over it was erected by him. It bears tho following in- 
scription :— 

To tur Memory or Mary, he 
Wire or THe Late Epmunp Kean, =“ 
Who died, aged 70, March 30, 1849, "a 
“Flights of Angels wing thee to thy rest.” 
This tomb was erected by her affectionate son Charles Edmund Kean. 
' The words ‘‘ native of Waterford,” engraved as I have 
written them aboye, on each side of the inscription, 
resent, in my opinion, rather a singular appearance. 
Past Kean’s death being so recent there was not any 
record to his memory, but the vacant space on the other 
side of the tomb will doubtless soon be filled. 

I brought a small piece of ivy away from the grave. If 
the Romans mingled this plant with the laurel crowns 
they gave their pets, it surely may bo considered a fitting 
emblem for the foin of him who so beautifully embodied 
the conceptions of some of our best authors, and laboured 
so energetically to redeem our stage from the censure 
which, alas! has been often but too justly cast upon it.

Therefore let us trust that some poet of the present day 
may immortalise Charles Kean, as raro old Ben did tho 
Roscius of his time, Edward Alleyne. 

A tomb to the memory of Lady Napier, wife of the 
Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Napier, and another to Hydo 
Whalley-Tooker, Esq:, a lineal descondant in the female 
line of the Hydes, Earls of Clarendon, stand on the left 
of Kean’s grave, and two magnificent yew trees to tho 
right.

Justice 
of England, and younger brother of the memorable Lord 
Clarendon, stands in the church; and there are several 
tablets, but of much later date, to members of the Napier 
family. In truth, the church itself, with its fine arches 
and old square towor, is well worthy tho inspection of 
antiquarians, independently of all theso other objects of 
interest. ; 

Catherington was visited by Queen Caroline. She was 
for some little time. previous to her, trial, a uest at 
Catherington House, ap residence of Viscount Hood. 

It is well known that James, II., when Duke of York,

French husbands and subdued Frenchmen in general 
must listen with a kind of incredulous wonder and rapt 
amazement, They, poor creatures, who know that their 
souls are scarcely their own, aro seriously expected to 
believe that their wives and daughters aré helpless, in- 
offensive, tender weaklings, only tobe patronised, managed, 
and shut up, quietly and safely, 86 great, however, 
is the power of self-delusion inherent in mortality, that 
perhaps some comfort may be derived by domestic 
sufferers from the public triumph thus prepared for them 
by tho Bishop of Orleans and his ingenuous followers. 

The honest truth is, that there is nothing on earth so 
unyielding as the Frenchwoman. Sho has hor good and 
high qualities ; she is an admirable accountant, a splen- 
did organiser; she has almost unlimited self-command 
and self-reliance, and her will of iron is marked by smiles 
and caresses, and little protty winning ways. \ Sho is 
eminently sensible, and therotore sho is capable of making 
a good wife. No doubt both Frenchmen and French- 
women are vain; but what men and women, at least, 
among the educated classes, are not? Every true woman 
likes to excite admiration; but it is a fact that sho com- 
monly cares even more for the admiration of her own 
BOX nee for that of the other.. Frenchwomen pre-emi- 
nently dress at F'renchwomen rathor than at Frenchmen. 

Tho Frenchwoman, as a rule, is religious, after hor 
fashion ; she starts with the wish to boa good wife and 
mother, and she generally is & good mother to the end. 
But hor husband doos not aid her with his sympathy. 
Monsiour Taine remarks that his countrymen haye no 
hypocrisy but that of vice, in which fact ho rejoices, as a 
proof of their national superiority to the English.

STARVED TO DEATH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF “THR LADY'S OWN PAPER.” 


Sir,—It really seems very shocking that in this country, 
where wealth and charity abound, any human creature can be 
allowed to perish from want of the bare necessaries of life; and 
when such cases do occur there must be blame somewhere. It 
is the custom to lay to the charge of parish officials the ro- 
sponsibility and the odium of all deaths from “ want” that 
occur within the bounds of their supervision. I do not wish to 
excuse them where they may be justly blamed, but A do think 
they are sometimes wrongfully accused, especially in cases of 
infant deaths, where the parents are certainly more directly re- 
sponsible, Ina recent instance of the kind—the Tullet family— 
the St. Pancras guardians completel exonerated themselves 
from the charge of neglect, as did Rf the clergyman of the 
district in which the family resided. 2 

Itisof “infant starvation” that I wish now more particularly 
to speak, for such cases—from the very helplessness of infancy— 
are the more heartrending and extraordinary: hack 

When alittle child dies from want of food, the cause 18 either 
stupid ignorance or wilful neglect; and one 18, to my mind, 
almost as culpable as the other. Poverty alone cannot account 
for the number of infants starved to death. When we think how 
very little food a child requires to nourish the body and keep the 
lamp of life burning, it is the more extraordinary that that 
little should be withheld ;fand again, it is wonderful to see how a 
fragile infant will do battle against its foes ignorance an 
neglect, What surprising tenacity of life is there ! Day by 
day the frame grows ,weaker, but still the child lives on, as if 
hoping to the last that sustenance will come. | How atrange it 
seems that though “life is but a breath,” yet if 18 5° hard for a 
little child to die! What a reproach it is to those who have 


the care of these little ones, and who neglect the charge. And 
then, with characteristic unreasoning impulaiven ee ar 


“ benevolent public”’ pours in its contributions when all 
A very small proportion of the sums collected in cases of 
‘starvation ’ that have gone by, might have saved tho little 
lives instead of rewarding the ‘ bereaved.” re

To Stimulate,-8 fluid ounces honoy water; 1 ounco

LOTION For THE CoMPLEXIoN.—Perfectly Harmless and 
Simple.—6 ounces elder flower water; 2 ounces Tose 
water; + ounce milk of sulphur; a tablespoonful of real 
eau de Cologne; a tablespoonful of purest glycerine. 
Wash clean with soft water on going to bed. ‘With a soft 
towel or sponge keep the face wetted with the lotion for 
five or ten minutes.

Add 15 
grains spermacoti; 30 ditto white wax; 1 segohin almond 
oil, previously melted together. When thoroughly mixed, 
add 6 drops otto of roses, and 14 ounces of distilled water.

Cookery wy Domestic Hints, 


Inexrenarve Lemon Puppina.—Grate therinds of two lemons, 
rubbing the grater well with a quarter of a pound of sifted 
loaf-sugar; add a quarter of a pound of finely-shred beef-suet, 
four eggs well whisked, the juice of a lemon, and a tablespoon- 
ful of white wine; work the ingredients well together, put 
them into a buttered basin, tie it well down and boil for forty 
minutes. Serve with plain melted butter and sugar. 

Apevaips Puppina.—Take the yolks of seven eggs and the 
whites of four; dissolve ten ounces of loaf sugar ina pint of 
warm water, add to it the eggs, whisk them for nearly half an 
hour, gradually dredge in a pound of flour, flavour with the 
juice and grated rind of a lemon; pour it intoa mould, and 
place it immediately in a pretty hot oven for an hour, , 

Aunt Lovrsa Puppina.—Time, three-quarters of an hour.— 
One pint of grated bread; a pint anda half of milk ; half a pint 
of cream; six ounces of loaf sugar; two ounces of fresh butter ; 
peel and juice of one lemon; five eggs.—Pour over a pint of 
grated bread, a pint anda half of warm milk, stir it well together, 
and then add the cream, the peel of a lemon grated, three ounces 
of pounded sugar, a piece of butter the size of an egg, and the 
yolks of five or six eggs well beaten; mix all thoroughly 
together, pour it into a dish, and bake it carefully, Put the 
juice of the lemon into a basin, add three ounces of sifted sugar, 
beat it well, and stir it into the whites of the eggs, whisked to 
a very stiff froth, Put a layer of apricot preserve over the top 
of the pudding; pile the whisked whites of eggs over it, and 
place it in the oven to bake lightly. 


The Eseful Goruer. 


Irauan Cream.—Take one pint of thick cream; juice of 
two lemons; half a glass of white wine; 4 quarter of an 
ounce of isinglass; a quarter of a pound ot loaf sugar; 
a teaspoonful of now milk, Mix the wine, lemon 
juice and sugar, well together ; add the cream by degrees, 
stirring it all the time, and thon whisk it for a quarter of an 
hour. Dissolve the isinglass in a cupful of hot new milk ; 
stir it lukewarm into tho other ingredients, and whisk al 
together for another quurter of an hour, and then put it into 
the mould, 

Detrcacres For THE Breaxrast Tantr.—Tho following 
receipts may be added to those given last week :— 


Capilotade of Poultry.—This isa speedy way of warming vp 
cold roasted fowl, turkey, rabbit or pigeon, Chop up 
some shallots, and, if handy, three or four mushrooms, sprinkle 
them over with flour, fry them in butter, and add two table- 
spoonfuls of gravy, with some pepper and sult, and a glass of 
white wine. Cut up the meat, and simmer it for a quarter of 
an hour in this preparation. Serve with a garnish of pickled 
gherkins. 


Crogueties of Meat, §c.—Mince any kind of cold meat, game, 
fish, or poultry, season it well; mix it with some gravy, 
thickened almost to a paste with yolks of eggs, make it either 
into balls or rolls, dip them twice anocebalvely into eggs and 
bread crambs; and fry them brown. ‘The lean should predo-~ 
minate one-third over the fat, or the erogueties will not be 
sufficiently firm, ‘This is a relishing way of employing cold 
meat. 

Cold Meat, En Persillade.—Slice the meat, arrangé it in a 
dish, pepper it, place some bits of butter on it, strain on it 
some shred parsley and shallots, moisten it with gravy, thickly 
sprinkle it with rasped toast, and put it into an oven for a 
quarter of an hour. A little Parmesan cheese may be added if 
the flavour is approved of. 

Coguilles, or Scolloped Meat, §¢—In tho English way of scol- 
loping, the cold meat is chopped up, seasoned and mixed with 
bread crumbs, rightly the bread crumbs should only be placed 
upon thetop. Take any kind of cold roast meat, cut it into 
exceedingly thin slices of about an inch across, scason it well, 
pour over it enough wine, gravy, and melted butter to moisten, 
place it in buttered scolloped shells, sprinkle bread crumbs 
pretty thickly on the top, and place them in a hot oven till 
well browned. Some sliced mushrooms area a great improve- 
ment. Cold rabbit, hare, sweetbreuds, poultry, ox palates, 
calves’ brains, fore gras, veal, and different kinds of fish, are 
specially adapted for cogutdics, Serve in the shells,

GDhe Audies’ Garden, 


May, generally a gonial month, has opened this season with 
even finer weathor than it is wont to give, and while hurrying 
on every kind of vegetation, it will afford plenty of amusement 
in our gardens, and amongst our indoor plants. 

Hyacinths are now mostly past flowering, and tulips, where 
not shaded from the fall rays of the sun, will also rapidly pass 
their highest point of beanty: with the hot weather we have 
had for the last week they will not last much longer at the 
hest. When the bloom of both these gay flowers is over, and, 
the leaves beyin to decay, it will be well to take the bulbs up: 
particularly the choice kinds. They should then be spread to 
dry and harden in a somewhat shady place upon a mat, or on 
some clear dry ground, or even on the floor of any airy room, 
In ebout a fortnight or throa weeks they may be trimmed, 
oleaned, and deposited upon shelves or in boxes, till the time 
comes round for re-planting, 

All kinds of annuals may now be sown, but the sooner the 
better. The tender annuals, such ag stocks, asters, marigolds, 
everlasting flowers, zinnias, dahlias, and other subjects to be 
planted out, should be sown very thinly in a warm situation. 
‘They will form a second season, a month later than those which 
have been raised in heat, and which have been pricked out and 
are growing into strength ; but they will make handsome plants, 
because they will be less drawn, Give bedding plants in 
frames all the air you can by day to harden them, and prepare 
the beds and borders for their reception. 

A correspondent says he has sown heliotrope in the open air, 
and bedded it out six inches apart, topped it when four inches 
high, potted it up in antumn—handsome bushy plants, kept 
thom through the winter, nnd in the spring turned them out 
into every spare place in his garden, and at blooming time the 
perfume wad delicions beyond description. Now the scent of 
flowers is fine or otherwise according to the fancy of the grower. 
A friend of ours, says Mr. Glenny, dooa this with mignonette, 
and the aroma is wafted to considerable distance; but we are 
for © mixture of odoriferons flowers, Tho sweet pea, stock 
pink, carnation, wallflower, cherry pio (as the old jading atyla 
tho heliotrope) are all finely hoantas. and if accompanied with 
roses and swootbriar, the garden is always gratifying ‘to the 

_ sense of smell, and after a shower of rain it ie a luxury to open 
n window, even if we cannot wall out. But the modern fashion 
is to gratify the eye alone; flower gardens ara litterally filled 
with flowers and plants without scent: scarlet geraninms 
golden calceolarias, blue lobelias, the black perilla, the silver 
cineraria maritima, the crimson amaranthus—all devoid of 
perfamo ; while the French marigold, which has a disagresable 
scent, is frequently added, and all crowded go closely together 
that the very carth is hidden from the sight;-and this fashion 
is so prevalont, that we hardly dare condemn it, 30 that wa 
recommend people to sct apart some inconspicuous portion of 
the garden in which to cullivate the scented beauties, humble 
though some of them may be. 


The following general hints may be useful to some of our 
readerg ;—~ 

Beppiva Our.—-Choose dull dry weather if possible, while 
the ground is moderately moist. Have the plants pretty dry, 
by withholding the water the day they are to be turned out, 
By watching the barometer, and getting all planting down 
at before rain, much Jabour in atter watering will be saved, 
liverything in the way of bedders may be put out now, 
. Flower beds are supposed to be turned once or twice during 
winter, and to be manured if necessary in Spring, Supposing 
them to have had such proper attention, now is the time to 
turn the soil Once more, and break the clods and make all tidy ; 
but beware of making the ground over-fine. 

Hardy herbaceous plants that have bloomed shonld now be

propagated. Take cutting of double walls,

Tberis sempervirens, the best of all the white-flowering plants, 
for early bloom out of doors. 

Ivy does not generally figure as an item in garden calendars. 
But it may be well to remind onr readers that now is the best 
time to propagate it; the plants struck from young shoots now 
will have tremendous vigour if well managed. 


Now is a very good timo for ladies to try their hand at raising 
the tree mignonette, and the operation is so simple and the 
result so pleasing, that we almost wonder such “trees” aro go 
rare. We have at various times advised our readers on this 
matter, but as back numbers are not always available for re- 
ference, the following hints by a well-known grower, Mr. 
Tanton, of Epsom, may be useful. Sow the seeds fine in a 
pot, one seed in the centre of each, and the others round the 
sides. When they begin to show well above the soil, pull up 
all but tho strongest one in cach pot, and place the pots ina 
greenhouse frame, or ordinary sitting-room window. Wherever 
they are put, however, they must be near tho glass, and air 
must be freely admitted upon all reasonable occasions. ‘The 
plants mugt then be carefully watched, and all side-shoots be 
pinched back to tho first point near tho stem, leaving one or 
two leaves upon each spur. These must subsequently te kept 
divested. of all shoots, and when the leader has attained tho 
requisite height, say two feot, the terminal bud must be taken 
ouf, and all those shoots which emanate near tho top are to be 
allowed to grow, pinching them back, and roservine at each 
pinching two joints. Inashort time a Sit round head will be 
formed, and if the flowers are dosired by a certain time, a 
month’s growth (except in mid-winter) must be allowed. | This 
time is sufficient to produce inflorescence, which will be abun- 
dant, and continue for months, If treo mignonetto is’ re- 
quired all the year round, a second sowing must bo made the 


second week in July if the first has beon made in spring, This’ 


will then be ready to adorn and cheer, with verdure and 
odorous flowers, the glorious festivities of the Christmas season, 
and to ushor in the new year with a garland emblematic of the

Far and wide, over Burgundy, Brittany, and Touraine ;—10 
the seaside towns of Normandy and Picardy, and in the sun- 
burnt plains of Provence, are still to be found the beautiful 
traces of the genius of the Middle Ages.

We look further, and find, ‘ Phillis” to be @ 
very agreeable chamber piece in G, of moderate difficulty and 
fair averago merit. We must confess we do not think the 
motto is carried out as well as it might have been. But, 
perhaps, it is only our ignorance that makes us imagine the 
title and motto can have anything to do with the piece beyond 
serving as an appellation heey to know it. 


A Frouic.—It has been said that a title, to be taking, should 
be suggestive of something which every one is on the look out 
for. ‘I'his piece, then, is not so inaptly named; for although 
everybody may not be on the look out for a frolic, yet not 
merely the young in years, but persons of evory ago who retain 
(as ali shonid) some of their childlike simplicity of nature, have 
their seasons when they can relish a’ harmless frolic; and such 
of them as are musical will certainly have times when thoy will 
be in the humour to enjoy this gay little piece of Baptiste 
Calkin’s. It is in the key of A, and not difficult. 

Twriewt.—'This is a very brilliant piece in what ladies are 
” (five flats). It requires some 
skill in the art of fingering, and considerable taste to develop 
all its beauties. The molody which forms the foundation of the 
work is pleasing, and may have been suggested to the compuser 
at twilight, whilst sitting at an open window aud listening to 
the wild bird trilling its last faint lullaby. You say, “ Its re- 
semblance to the wild bird’s evening song is very shadowy,”

The subjects of our notice, 
forming, a8 they do, Nos. 84 and 36 of the Second Sorios 
of Mendelssohn's Posthumous Works,’’ are eapecially interest+ 
iny to nll his admirers, for the sonuta in G minor, “ cornposed in 
must have been the work of a child about 
twelve years of age. Truly marvellous seems such precocity, 
and yet we know that the future artist was at that early period 
an accomplished pianist, and had. studied most of the works of 
the best masters. The sonata commences with an allegro, 
This movement is elegant and well defined. Then we have an 
adagio, in which we clearly trace, in the arpeggio passages, the 
spring of Mendelssohn's peculiar characteristic. We have the 
grace but not the power shown in his later compositions. The 
finale presto is joyousand impulsive, Altogether this is a study 
replete with satisfaction, and performers accustomed to play 
classical music will not find it difficult, 


The Sonata in B flat was composed when Mendelssohn was 
eighteen, alter he had given several proofs of his ripening 
genius in the form of various well-known works—namely, his 
Otett in E flat, his Quintett in A for stringed instruments, 
his overture to “ A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” &c., &c. It¢ 
is dated Berlin, May 21st, 1827, and exhibits, as may be sup. 
posed, unmistakeable evidence that the six years ha brought 
him increased powers of thought and expression. This is very 
apparent in the first movement, the allegro vivace. There 13.4 
breadth in the conception very striking. Tho acherzo is 
equally fortunate in showing the development of the com- 
poser's extraordinary genius, It abounds in passages of dainty 
sprightliness, and surpassing humour. ‘The third move- 
ment, an andante quasi allegretto, begins in EV major, and 
rather abruptly introduces the finalo in the original 
key, previous to losing itself in an allegro moderato, which 
is replete with sparkling beauty and animated grandeur. 
We have given but a very slight sketch of these very 
welcome and very interesting works. We hope sincerely that 
the time'ia not far distant when the demand for classical com- 

ositions such as these will be so great that even they who 
fave no taste for anything boyond tho realm of fashion will ba 
compelled to study and play them. Dear ladies ! it is entirely 
in your power to bring about such a state of things, if you onl 
would. It has been said that woman has never tuken a hig 
place in music, that sho can hardly be named a8 a composer by 
the side of Handel, Haydn, Beethoven, Spohr, Mendelssohn, 
nor can she stand comparison even with Verdi, Bellini, and the 
smaller masters. Nevertheless, is she a good amateur, and an 
excellent performer, and as such is capable of doing more for 
the cause of Music than even these great men,

FAsnion, ever on the change, dnd apt to re-produce 
itself in cycles, must be held accountable for many strange 
freaks just now. The correspondent of ono of our con- 
temporaries announces that_a fete was to bo given on the 
Ist inst, in Paris by the Countess Pourtales which is 
spoken of as tho ‘bal des robes courtes,” the object of 
the entertainment being to inaugurate the adoption of a 
*-more reasonable length of skirt than has hitherto ob- 
tained.’ But this news is somewht counterbalanced by 
the Parisian correspondence of another contemporary, in 
which the following costume is mentioned as having ob- 
tained a ‘‘ succés éclatant’” at the Paris Spring Meoting: 
—‘A short dress of striped silk, crimson and pale yellow ; 
asky-blue cashmere mantle, tied at the back with a broad 
crimson and yellow ribbon, a bonnet of yellow crape with 
bunches of yellow acacias.” The Princess Metternich 
was soon on the same occasion wearing a black silk costume 
trimmed with a quantity of beautiful blonde lace, and a 
bonnet of very fino straw trimmed with red and yellow 
roses, Another lady in a striped dress of black and yellow 
looked, we are told, ‘‘ very like a wasp.” We learn also 
from the Pall Mall Gazette that the ‘‘ grand monde” of 
Paris: has been very much ruffled by a recent sermon 
preached by the Bishop of Geneva, in the Church of Sainte 
Clotilde, in the course of which the Swiss prelate— 
possibly taking his cuo from the Pope—trod, figuratively 
speaking, upon the trains, toro the lace, and disarranged 
tho chignons of the female portion of his auditory, as 
rudely as though he were ambitious of rivalling Pro- 
cureur-Général Dupin’s famous philippic against ‘The 
Unbridled Extrayagance of Women.”

aitied ; and the bonnet has wide lace strings fastened by 
a bow of ribbon or a rosette, with occasionally another 


bow at tho top or at the back. The ‘ diadéme,”. as the. 


trimming of the front of the bonnet is termed, instead of 
being composed of puffs of tulle illusion, &c., and 
flowers or buds, will sometimes be formed of jet or mother- 
o’-pearl ornaments of a floral shape, with black or 
coloured leaves in foil; or of ears of wheat or barley, 
radiating from a centre; or of a series of ribbon bows, 
occasionally with single flowers, such as heartsease, asters,

worn in front of the bonnet, but behind, enveloping the

Tuk Bill for the Protection of the Property of Married 


Women, which Mr. Lefevre lately introduced into the 
House, has evoked a considerable amount of discussion, 
but certainly not more than the importance of the subject 
demands. What the bill proposes is, shortly, this, to 
make a change in the Common Law itself, so as to prevent 
in the future marriage operations a transfer of the 
wife’s fortune to the husband, In the caso of existing 
marriages, it would secure to the wife any future eurnings 
which she might gain, or any property which she might 
hereafter becomo entitled to; and in respect of such 
separate property, the wife would be able to contract, and 
to sue and to sued in tho law courts as if she were a 
single woman. As Mr, Lefevre justly urged, the wealthy 
classes, as'a rule, escape from the operation of the Common 
Law by means of marriage settlements, but this course 
not being open to the poorer classes, they como under 
‘the full force of its severity, The leading journal, as 
might be readily supposed from the course usually pur- 
sued by it, takes up tho cudgels against the bill and all 
who support it, though, in doing go, it makes some state- 
ments which may be as easily used against its arguments 
as in support of them. ‘‘ The possession of property is 
the practical instrument by which moral su eriority is 
asserted. If a woman has her own property, ane can apply 
to her separate use her own earnings, she is practically 
emancipated from the control of her husband.” It might 
have been urged, as it has been, indeed, that in one im- 
portant respect, as regards the wealthy, tho present system 
of settlement goes, perhaps, farther than the new law 
could well go, because the settled property of a wife is 
now ticd up to her in such a way that though she can 
receiyo and enjoy the profits of her invome, she can no 
more touch or dispose of the capital than the husband ; 
whereas under the new system no greater innovation 
than giving the control of her proporty to the wife as if 
sho were single would be practicable, The wife would 
be free to give her property and earnings to her husband 
if she chose, which she cannot do now with regard to her 
settled property ; or she would be free to keep and apply 
them in her own way. Tho Strongest. arguments in 
favour of the bill are that a similar law has worked and 
still works well in America, and that the evils of the present 
system are painfully patent amongst tho poor. There are 
hundreds of ruflians whose wives haye to support them 
and their children, while they spend their own earnings 
in the public-house. There are others who carn nothing 
themselves, and who drink whatever their wives earn. 
No one can calculate the amount of demoralisation and 
misery which is occasioned amongst the lower classos by 
tho state of the law which permits such conduct; and one 
of the earliost consequences, it 18 predicted, of Mr, Shaw 
Tefevre’s bill would bo the croation of ‘a moral tone 
amongst the working orders which years of education 
would not produce.

Nemo (Stanbridge).—You do not mentton in your letter whether 
your azaleas are the Indian kind or the hardier American variety, 
aor whether they have bloomed in the open air or in'the green- 
house, and we therefore can scarcely be so precise in our reply as 
to thelr treatment now they have done blooming as we ah ht 
have been had you given us fuller particulars, All tender 
azaleas, however, may receive one wane treatment with ad- 
vantage. Pot them as soon as they have done flowerin (which 
is generally about the end of May), except those intended to be 
jeft for seed, which latter should remain in the ground until thoy 
have ripened their secd, Use a mixture of equal parta of sandy 
foam and peat, and be particularly careful to secure good drainage, 
for though these plants delight in moisture, stagnant water at the 
roots ia injurious. About the middle of June, place them in a 
somewhat sheltered and shady situation out of doors, where they 
may remain till September, and arf should then be removed to 
the greenhouse until they are wanted for flowering. It is a great 
assistance to them, when about expanding their flowers, to remove 
them to an increased temperature, When in flower, a good supply 
of water is egies any deficiency in this respect will cause the 
Howers speedily to fall. As your plants have done flowering, you 
may, if you like, assist them to make young wood by giving them
